Litovsk, where the fronts cross. 
“GEN. ROZWADOWSKIL, 
“Chief of the Polish general staff.” 


LONDON, July 23.—(Jewish 


Telegraphic Agency.)—The con- 
gress of the third internationale, at 
Moscow, has issued an appeal to 
Syria, Turkey, and Arabia to rise 
against Great Britain, France, and 
America, according to a wireless 
dispatch from Moscow today. The 
appeal asks the former countries to

WILL RECOGNIZE 
COVENANT IN NEW 
JAP ALLIANCE 


TOKIO, July 23.—[{By the Associ- 
ated Press.J—The foreign office today 
issued a note containing the text of a 
joint. communication by Japan and 
Great Britain to the league of nations 
notifying the league that they will rec- 
ognize the principle of the covenant of 
the league in connection with the re- 
newal of the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
should that alliance be renewed next 
year. The text of the note of the for- 
eign office follows: 

“In view of the fact that the term 
of ten years for which the Anglo-Jap- 
anese pereement of alliance is provided 
to remain in force expires July 13, 1921, 
the governments of Japan and Great 
Britain, after an exchange of views, 
addressed the following joint communi- 
cation to the league of nations July 8: 

“*The governments of Japan and 
Great Britain have come to the con- 
clusion that the Anglo-Japanese agree- 
ment of 1911 now existing between the 
two countries, though in harmony with 
the spirit of the covenant of the league 
of nations, is not entirely consistent 
with the letter of (hat covena st, which

NEW CABINET 
ASKS SOVIETS 


Peasant Premier 
Radios Moscow.

Red Advance. Checked. 

Polish resistance is making speed 
less possible on the northern road to 
Moseow, over which the boisheviki 
have been averaging about eighteen 
miles a day. 

The enemy has been checked at 
Grodno, and there is reason to believe 
that his progress will be materially 
retarded for some time to come. 

The Reds entered Grodno yesterday 
afternoon, but the Polish defenders re- 
ceived reinforcements which enabled 
them to clear the city of the enemy 
before sunset. Telephonic advi in- 
dicate that the communists are re 
organizing while additional units as- 
semble for a fresh attack. Barano- 
wicze, a, railroad junction of great 
strategic importance, has fallen. To 
the south, Rowno, a city of similar mil- 
itary value, is seriously threatened. 

Red cavalry is both north and south 
of Rowno and shows a strong front. 

Ona River Attack Stopped. 

: Today’s communique states that 
north, between Lida and Gradno, fight- 
ing is spreading near Szeczucyn. 
Forces which left Baranowicze re- 
treated along the railroad line in the 
direction of Bialystok and are in a 
position in front of Slonim. 

On the Ona river the bolshevik at- 
tack was repulsed.at Dziatlowicze. East 
of the river Styr Polish infantry drove 
the invaders out of the towns of Nc- 
wosiolki and Rzeczyca. Bolshevik cav- 
alry broke through the line in one 


place and only succeeded in crossing, 


the left bank of the river at Borowice. 
Fighting for the city of Dubno is de- 
veloping in size and intensity. 

North of Dobno the bolsheviki were 
compelled to evacuate detachments. 
Budeny’s cavairy filtered through the 
right of the line and made raids on 
hospitals and the line of communica- 
tion near Woloczysz. 

Polish Message Short. | 

WARSAW, July 22.—The direct ne- 
potiations begun with the soviet are 
on the question of an immediate armis- 
tice along the entire front of about 
720 miles. The proposals were wire- 
lessed after failure to reach any deti- 
nite conclusions in dealings with M. 
Tohitcherin, the bolshevik foreign 
minister, through Prime Minister 
Lioyd George of Great britain. The 
proposals were signed by Prince Eu- 
gene Sapieha, the minister of foreign

Couple Took F lat, but 
Only Man Left It. 


Detroit, Mich., July 23.—A young 
couple giving the name of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. Leroy occupied an apartment at 
105. Harper street, the address found 
by a New York expressman in a trunk 
containing the body of a young woman, 
according to a statement given to the 
police by Mrs. Lottie Brooks, mana- 
ger of the apartment house. 

The apartment was rented to them 
on June 7. The man left about a week 
later without giving notice. Mrs. 
Brooks stated the man had two heavy 


trunks and explained his wife had left | 


the night before. 


When Leroy left Mrs. Brodks said, | 


two blankets, two sheets, and a table 
cloth were missing from the apart- 
ment. He told her that they had been. 
sent to the laundry and would be re- 
turned. He gave her a forwarding ad- 
dress near Cheboygan, Mich., and told 
her to notify him in case everything 
was not “all right.” The laundry never 
was returned, Mrs. Brooks said. Police 
tonight were investigating the address 
left by Leroy. 


Strange Coincidence.

selected for the fictitious person who 
was to call for the trunk in New York. 

The label “ Pulaski Leading Men's 
Store” found in a jacket in the trunk 
interested the police, as Pulaski, Mich., 
js a town slightly southwest of Jack- 
son, where the penitentiary is located. 

Mrs. Brooks described the woman as 
being about 19 years old, of medium 
height and weight, and having dark 
brown hair. 

How Body Was Found. 

New York, July 23.—[{Special.}—~The 
unclad body of an unidentified woman 
crammed into a

The trunk had been shipped from 
Detroit, Mich., on June 10, and re- 
moved to the warehouse on June 17. 


It bore a tag labeled “A. A. Tatum,| 


Detroit, Mich.,” and an address card 
inscribed “James Douglass, American 
Express company, New York City, 
Micke 

The trunk was 2% feet high, 4 feet 
long, and 3 feet wide. The woman's 
legs had been broken at the knees and 
the body was lying on its side, the 
knees drawn up under the chin. 

Thé express company records, when 
traced, were that “A. A. Teiturn,” 105 
Harper street, Detroit, had shipped the 
trunk June 10. 

An autopsy by Dr. Charles Norris, 
chief medical examiner, revealed that 
the body had been cut open, as if by 
a surgeon’s knife, from throat to 
pelvis, and all internal organs re 
moved.

That error seems to be largely in a natural relax- 
ation from the strain of concentrated and constant 
effort which marked the war days. If eo, it has 
gone to the other extreme. It has become @ habit | 
which threatens heatless homes, closed factories, 
reduced incomes, and empty larders. It has come 
almost to mean an impairment of national vitality. 
As muscles long unused may become atrophied, 
so a national spirit of labor, organization, and 
achievement may become atrophied. It oan be 
restored by exercise, if the exercise is undertaken 
before ita decline becomes too great. There is still 
time for our native energy and ability to overcome 
the effects of our apathy, but there is not too much 
time. 

Some indications are found in the news which 
are hopeful. Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the 
United States Steel corporation, is quoted as say: 
ing the efficiency of labor in the various steel 
plants has imoreased more per man in the last 
month than et any time in the last five years. 
Twenty-three manufacturers in New York report 
to the Merchants’ association there that the effi- 
ciency of their employés has increased noticeably 
since September; five report a better spirit among 


highly organized businesses, and should be viewed 
in that light. Improved efficiency in’ such cases 
is to be credited both to the employés and to the 
employers. To that extent it is valuable chiefly 
as indicating what can be done. The chief reasons 
cited by the manufacturers for the improvement 
are increase in the number of applicants for posi- 
tions and the change from time work to piecd 
work. These reasons are not encouraging to the 
lazy man. But the Jmprovement indicates that a 
return to normal conditions is possible ° 
No such return is evidenced in the coal indus 
try, the transportation business or fn farm labor. 
These three things are vital. Without them any 
individual efficiency by private enterprise is ren- 
dered practically impossible. They, too, can be 
restored, but they cannot be restored without the 
combined effort and ihfluence of each individual 
employed in them or dependent upon them. It is 
time this effort hogan to show itself.

Thé m-ior, one infers, was not the sort of prima 
donna aviator loathed by the ground soldiers as a 
flossy poseur.

COOK: BOOK 
BY JANE EDDINGTON 
“One Egg Cake. 


In one of the new cook books there 
is a recipe headed “ Sponge Cake—One 
Egg.” The recipe given is not for a 
true sponge cake; because it contains 
butter, and since when baked it is only 
about one-fourth the size of a three 
or four egg sponge cake, it cannot 


rather a fraction of the usual sponge 
cake. The recipe reads: 

“Place in a mixing, bow! one-half 
cup sugar, yolk of one egg, one table- 
spoon butter. Cream well, then add 
three tablespoons water, two-thirds cup 
of flour, one teaspoon baking powder, 
pinch of salt. Beat to mix, then fold 
in the stiffly beaten white of one egg; 
bake in well greased and floured pan 
in slow oven thirty minutes.” 

Probably thirty-five minutes is a bet- 
ter time for this small cake. A tube 
pan holding three cups of water filled 
to overflowing is the right size for 
this amount of batter. 

For a two egg sponge cake, accord- 
ing to the recipe which follows this in 
the book in question, three-fourths of 
a cup of sugar is used, four tablespoons 
of water, a cup of flour; and two tea- 
spoofis of baking powder. Five min- 
utes extra is allowed for the baking. 

The three ezg sponge cake is the 
conventional one, with six tablespoons 
of water and a cup of sugar. It is a 
sponge cake of conventional five cer 
yize: If carefully baked in pan- not 
too Tull one cup of flour is enough 
for this, but one and a fourth cups 
are used in the formula of this group.
